A declining salmon resource 
in California will be the topic

According to W. T. Shannon, 
director of the department, an 
emergency situation faces the 
Central

vival rate In young fish as 
cause of the statewide decline. 
•'We and the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service 
have taken 
steps to improve the survival 
rate," Shannon explained, "but 
until the steps can take effect, 
we need to reduce the salmon 
catch. 
"This is a temporary ac­ 
tion,” 
he said, "but it may be 
necessary until 1972 when our 
efforts to increase the survival 
rates should start showing re­ 
sults in the adult population.''

Teens Should Be Taught About 


Love, Marriage 


Some few young people may 


forego plans for marriage so 
they can dedicate their lives 
to the church or som? other 
specialized field of work, but 
the majority of teen-agers, pro- 
bably 98 per cent, will think 
of a future mate and marriage 
as essential to living a normal, 
happy life. 


Since marriage is definitely 


in the future of most teens, 
isn't it surprising that they are 
taught so little about it? To. 
day's teens get better advice on 
how to choose a college, a 
career, or an automobile than 
they do on how to select a 
husband or wife. What a pity, 
when getting along well with a 
mate will probably be the most 
important, long-lasting function 
of their entire lives! 


Present and previous genera, 


tions assume that the "right" 
boy and girl 
will somehow 


miraculously find each other. 
And it is further assumed that 
without previous training or 
knowledge they will automat- 
ically learn all the essentials 
of parenthood and keeping a 
home. 
The process has long 


been called "falling in love" 
and once that happens, accord- 
ing to popular belief, all prob- 
lems are supposed to work 
themselves out. 


This romantic notion is an 


out and out fraud. It has mis. 
led so many young people into 
marriage when they are actually 
ignorant about marital prob- 
lems. 
They have no idea of 


what it takes to form a close, 
very close relationship with 
another person and keep the 
closeness intact through the 
stresses and strains of marri- 
age. 
To believe that falling in 


love is all that's required as 
a basis for marriage is an un- 
realistic, 
glamorized dream 


which will surely be shattered 
when face to face with realities 
of life. 


Some few couples are able 


to cope with marital problems, 
but statistics show more then 
a third of all teen-age marriages 
end in separation, annulment or 
divorce. 
And these figures do 


not reflect the many marriages 
which fail but the couples go 
on 
together, in 
desperate, 


dreary determination to stick 
it out in spite of the fact they 
cannot stand each other. 
It 


is a reasonably safe assumption 
that perhaps two thirds of all 
teen-age marriages fall short 
of being successful—because 
one or both partners simply did 
not know what marriage was 
really like and, through ignor- 
ance or stubborness, could not 
make the 
necessary adjust- 


ments to handle marital prob. 
lems. 


The only way to beat these 


2.to-l odds against a successful 
marriage is to teach teen-agers 
the rudiments of marriage; not 
only the biology and psychology 
of sex but all the other require,

happy life. 
Since marriage is definitely 
in the future of most teens, 
isn’t it surprising that they are 
taught so little about it? 
To­ 
day’ s teens get better advice on 
how to choose a college, a 
career, or an automobile than 
they do on how to select a 
husband or wife. 
What a pity, 
when getting along well with a 
mate will probably be the most 
important, long-lasting function 
of their entire lives! 
Present and previous genera­ 
tions assume that the "right”

Teens Should Be Taught About 
Love, Marriage 
Some few young people may 
forego plans for marriage so 
they can dedicate their lives 
to the church or some other 
specialized field of work, but 
the majority of teen-agers, pro­ 
bably 98 per cent, will think 
of a future mate and marriage 
as essential to living a normal, 
happy life. 
Since marriage is definitely 
in the future of most teens, 
isn't it surprising that they are 
taught so little about it? To* 
day's teens get better advice on 
bow to choose a college, a 
career, or an automobile than 
they do on how to select a 
husband or wife. What a pity, 
when getting along well with a 
mate will probably be the most 
important, long-lasting function 
of their entire lives! 
Present and previous genera­ 
tions assume that the “ right" 
boy and girl 
will somehow 
miraculously find each other. 
And it is further assumed that 
without previous training or 
knowledge they will automat­ 
ically learn all the essentials 
of parenthood and keeping a 
home. 
The process has long 
been called “ falling in love" 
and once that happens, accord­ 
ing to popular belief, all prob­ 
lems are supposed to work 
themselves out. 


This romantic notion fs an 
out and out fraud. It has mis­ 
led so many young people into 
marriage when they are actually 
ignorant about marital prob­ 
lems. 
They have no idea of 
what it takes to form a close, 
very close relationship with 
another person and keep the 
cioseness intact through the 
stresses and strains of marri­ 
age. To believe that falling in 
love is all that's required as 
a basis for marriage is an un­ 
realistic, 
glamorized dream 
which will surely be shattered 
when face to face with realities 
of life. 
Some few couples are able 
to cope with marital problems, 
but statistics show more then 
a third of all teen-age marriages 
end in separation, annulment or 
divorce. And these figures do 
not reflect the many marriages 
which fail but the couples go 
on 
together, in 
desperate, 
dreary determination to stick 
it out in spite of the fact they 
cannot stand each other. 
It 
is a reasonably safe assumption 
that perhaps two thirds of all 
teen-age marriages fall short 
erf being successful—because 
one or both partners simply did 
not know what marriage was 
really like and, through ignor­ 
ance or stubborness, could not 
make the 
necessary' adjust­ 
ments to handle marital prob­ 
lems. 


The only way to beat these 
2-to-l odds against a successful 
marriage is to teach teen-agers 
the rudiments of marriage; not 
only the biology and psychology 
of sex but all the other require­ 
ments for becoming congenial, 
cooperative, 
intelligent and 
competent mates. Such training

Humphrey Biography 
Supports His Image

WASHINGTON (AP)— The au- 
thorized campaign biography of 
Hubert H. Humphrey, due out 
this week, repeats the conten- 
tion that the vice president's 
private feelings about the war 
in Vietnam match his public 
pronouncements.

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ITALIAN GOVERNMENT DETERMINED 


Vatican Taxes Are Sought 
Business Highlights 


ROME (AP)—It Is the oldest 
institution in the western world 
and possibly the richest. Its 
collective wealth ranges from 
the gold in countless crosses 
and candlesticks, to its unmat- 
ched patrimony of art, to the 
properties and business holding 
of the Vatican. 


Now the Italian government is 
determined to get a tax share of 
the earnings of the Roman Cath- 
olic church in this country. 
And though its fight seems hope- 
less, the Vatican is lashing back 
with 
denunciations and the 


veiled threat of economic re- 
prisals. 


On the surface, it appears that 
all the Vatican is really facing 
is the loss of up to $12.8 
million In back taxes and up to 
$2.4 million a year thereafter. 
Not a gigantic sum for an insti- 
tution of gigantic wealth. 
But the Vatican clearly sees a 


far bigger issue at stake—the 
very status of the headquarters 
of Catholicism m the land where 
for centuries the church was su- 
preme and there was no secu- 
lar power big enough or strong 
enough to interfere. 


It is taken for granted that 
after next November the Vati- 
can, by law, will be obliged to 
start paying taxes on the divi- 
dend income earned by its stock 
investments in Italy. This has 
been made plain by a majority 


in Parliament. 
Premier 
Giovanni Leone, a 


Christian Democrat and a sup- 
porter of the church, has bowed 
to the inevitable by announcing 
that his government would not 
oppose the majority view. He 
will not introduce any bill to 
prolong the tax exemption that 
up to now has spared the Vati- 
can from paying taxes as any 
other stock holder. 


The Vatican, however, does 


not regard itself as compara- 
ble to any other stockholder.In 
an angry blast at Leone, the 
Holy See recently declared that 
paying taxes would diminish the 
money the church devotes to re- 
ligious and charitable works a- 
round the world. 


It asserted that lifting the div- 
idend tax exemption would vio- 
late the 1929 Lateran pacts 
which restored to the church a 
special status in Italy after the 
state ended the church's histor- 
ic temporal powers in 1870U 
This is the crux of what is 
shaping up as the most serious 
church-state dispute in Italy 
since the Lateran pacts were 
negotiated under Fascist dicta- 
tor Benito Mussolini in 1929. 


By all indications, the Vatican 
is preparing the strongest bar- 
gaining position it can to pro- 
tect most of its other privi- 
leges against the expected time 
when the Lateran pacts event- 
ually will be revised. Parlia- 
ment last year demanded the 
start of negotiations to revise 
them. 
A big question is whether the 
Vatican intends to use its vast 
stock holdings to force the gov- 
ernment to preserve most of 
the church's privileges. 
Some economists believe that 
through its holdings the Vatican 
can exert a profound influence 
on the over-all Italian economy. 


The government estimates that 


the Vatican holds stocks in 
Italian companies worth 100 bil- 
lion lire—$160 million. This 
is an estimated 1 per cent of 
all Italian stocks, providing the 
Vatican a reported annual aver- 
age of $4.8 million to $6.4 mil- 
lion in dividends. 
Unofficial 


estimates put the holdings many 
times higher.

The policies, adop- 
ted in compliance with the Fed- 
eral Water Pollution Control 
Act and submitted to the Sec- 
retary June 30, 1967, have not 
yet been approved by the Se- 
cretary as federal standards.

On the surface, it appears that 
all the Vatican is really facing 
is the loss of up to $12.8 
million in back taxes and up to 
$2.4 million a year thereafter.

But the Vatican clearly sees a 
far bigger issue at stake—the 
very status of the headquarters 
of Catholicism in the land where 
for centuries the church was su­ 
preme and there was no secu­ 
lar power big enough or strong 
enough to interfere.

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New Rush For Uranium Is On 


The average American probably knows more about the Califor- 


nia and Klondike gold rushes of generations ago than he knows 
about the current drive to find new sources of uranium. Yet the 
uranium rush, rising to a new climax after a period of relative 
doldrums, is in some respects much like these earlier drives 
to make it big. 


Large personal fortunes were made by uranium prospectors 


in the 1950s, when the Atomic Energy Commission was the main 
customer. Supply outran demand for a time, and prospecting fell 
off. 


The new uranium rush, concentrated largely on the Colorado 


plateau, has been stimulated by swiftly increasing demand to meet 
the needs of projected nuclear power plants. Growing use of ra- 
dioactive isotopes in medicine, food preservation and other fields 
also is a factor. It is industry, rather than the government, that 
is going to be the big customer in the future. Uncle Sam has big 
supplies, and is expected to stop buying in a few years. 


Last year the government bought slightly more than 9,000 


tons of uranium oxide —and paid 134 million dollars for it. But 
commercial deliveries scheduled through 1977 total more than 
58,000 tons, the AEC reports, and an additional 3,100 tons of the 
ore will be sold to foreign purchasers. 


That is why teams of men are busy staking claims. That is 


why drilling to prove reserves hit a record total of 10.864 mil- 
lion feet in 1967, and is expected to reach some 13 million feet 
this year. 


The payoff sounds good. Uranium oxide currently sells for 


eight dollars a pound, and miners figure it may go up 50 per cent 
within the next few years. Which is why the new uranium rush is 
on — full steam b.~.«;=ci.

IHer r y -Go-Round 


WASHINGTON— It now looks 
as if the FBI has exploded the 
generally prevalent theory that 
the murder of Dr. Martin Lu- 
ther King involved a conspir- 
acy. 


The conspiracy theory has long 


been held, as a result of the 
large amounts of money spent 
by James Earl Ray, the sus- 
pected killer, and the manner in 
which he was able to travel 
around the United States, Can- 
ada, and Europe. It was be- 
lieved his operations would have 
been impossible without help 
from other conspirators who 
were out to murder King. 
For instance, Ray rented a 
safe deposit box in the Bir- 
mingham Trust National Bank, 
August 30 of last year, and sud- 
denly began passing out crisp 
$20 biUs. 
He paid $499 for 


dancing lessons. He also paid 
$395 for mail - order photo- 
graphic equipment that he didn't 
know how to operate. 


He shelled out money for a bar- 
tending course, though he show- 
ed no interest in working be- 
hind any bar. 
He also took a 


course in lockpicking from a 
correspondence school in Mi- 
chigan, which cost about $400. 
His white Mustang cost $1,995, 
which he paid for in cash. He 
drove it from Mexico to Mon- 
treal, from Los Angeles to New 
Orleans, and always seemed to 
have enough cash. 


Occasionally Ray slipped $20 
tips to bar girls and prosti- 
tutes. 
All told. Ray spent an esti- 
mated $10,000 in seven months. 


Yet during this time he never 
held a job. After the Xing mur- 
der, the suspect went to Canada 
and then to England where he 
also seemed to be in the dough. 
He had plenty of money to spend 
on clothes and airplane fare. 


So the big question was: Where 
did he get the money? 
For a long time the FBI toyed 
with the possibility that Ray 
was financed by a white supre- 
macy ring. He had boasted to 
fellow prisoners that he intend- 
ed to make a big "score" on the 
outside and that he might try to 
collect a rumored $1 million 
bounty that a business group 
supposedly had offered for the 
death of Dr. King.

Now, 
however, the FBI has 


found a robbery where Ray 
probably got his money. On 
July 13 the Bank of Alton, In 
Upper Alton, EL, was robbed 
of $22,000. 
Alton is across 


the Mississippi River

State Penitentiary 


that Ray escaped on April 23, 
1967, three months before the 
July 13 robbery in Alton. 


The holdup was pulled off by 
two robbers who wore stocking 
masks. Their faces could not 
be identified.

FBI has been checking very 
carefully, and one of the robbers 
answers 
the description of 


James Earl Ray. He had the 
same long hair, the same height 
and the same physical makeup.

It is recognized readily by 


the skin specialist because of 
the presence of little growths 
on the skin from which can be 
extracted a semi - fluidj fatty 
material. It is important that 
this condition be treated ac- 
tively before further infection 
occurs and leaves scarring of 
the skin of the face. The tiny 
tumors are readily removed 
and the condition must be pur- 
sued vigorously while the hy- 
giene is improved.

brane. A fissure-in-ano is a 
crack in the membrane around 
the rectum usually due to 
straining at stool. When ne- 
glected it can form a chronic 
ulcer and when it is persistent, 
may be associated with bleed- 
ing. If the condition is to be 
cleared 
up, the underlying 


cause must be remedied.

CHE GUEVARA DIARY 


Some authorities have ques- 
tioned the authenticity of the Che 
Guevara diary which he kept 
before his death in the Boli- 
vian mountains. We can report 
that the diary Is completely 
authentic. 
Cuban Dictator Fidel Castro 
got hold of it by purchasing 
bootleg excerpts from Bolivian 
officials, then piecing the ex- 
cerpts together. A few pages 
were missing from the version 
which he released to friendly 
publications around the world, 
Including Ramparts magazine in 
this country. 
Parade magazine's enterpris- 
ing editor, Jess Gorkin, organ- 
ized a consortium of publica- 
tions which sought to purchase 
the rights to the diary from the 
Bolivian ' government. Gorkin 
sent 
Andrew St. George, a 


bring-em-back-alive 
corres- 


pondent, to Bolivia to translate 
the diary and research the story 
behind it. 
Actually, some of the other 
documents captured with Gue- 
vara are much more revealing 
than his diary. He lugged them 
around the jungle In a water- 
proof jungle pack and a port- 
able field safe made of special, 
high -impact plastic. 


The papers included the outline 


of a book Guevara planned to 
write on the evolution of man's 
political thinking, going back to 
the ancient Greek philosophers; 
also an original short story en- 
titled "Passing the Test" which 
he wrote in the jungle. 


The 
bloodthirsty 
guerrilla 


leader also packed poetry with 
him to occupy his leisure mo- 
ments. 
His favorite poet ap- 


parently was Ruban Darlo, al- 
though some verses appear to 
have been written by Guevara 
himself. 


He also rated his Cuban offi- 
cers In a confidential "rating 
book," which Indicates he may 
have found the characters for 
his short story among his own 
guerrilla band.

The moral problem posed by 


the World Council is, in the long 
run, even more disturbing than 
the political problem. 
The 


Council's declaration has the 
effect of saying that wars are 
justified If they are wars of 
personar passion. That state- 
ment is profoundly anti-Chris- 
tian and indeed recidivist, sug- 
gesting the spirit of the more 
fanatical Crusaders. The Chris, 
tian doctrine as understood dur. 
ing the Enlightenment is that all 
wars should be painful and, in 
human terms, 
objectionable 


(love thine enemy). 
Wars are 


justified only under clinical ci^. 
cumstances, e.g. and primarily, 
in order to defend sacred things 
of great value, to use the phrase 
of Pius XII; to defend the home- 
land. 


But who is to decide when 


those things of great value are 
threatened? The western prac- 
tice is that such decisions are 
made by elected governments. 
Under the reasoning of the Coun- 
cil, what matters is the in- 
dividual attitude towards a par- 
jicular war. The individual be- 
comes not merely the absolute 
moral arbiter on whether he is 
(as a pacifist) prepared to com- 
mit violence under any circum- 
stance: but whether he is pre- 
pared to commit violence under 
this particular circumstance. In 
other words, If he disagrees 
with the political reasoning of 
the duly constituted authorities, 
he is, by the Council's reason- 
Ing, free to cut himself out. 


An extension of this view of 


the individual's sovereignty is 
pretty frightening. The state is, 
in the general moral under- 
standing, permitted under given 
circumstances (e.g. Eichminn) 
to take a man's life, say for the 
crims of genocide. 
But the 


individual is never permitted to 
do so. 
Why not? —if the 


individual is supreme? 
If a 


Christian is going to deny the 
role of the impartial mechanism 
of the state in making binding 
decisions involving the use of 
violence—whether war, or elec- 
trocution, or the use of tear 
gas —then what is to prevent 
the individual 
from asserting 


his owta conscience at such 
moments when that conscience 
declares that he bellves vio- 
lence to be necessary? 


Are we not being driven, by 


the well-meaning lords spiritual 
of the 
World Council, back 


whence we came so painfully: 
back to the age when wars were 
holy wars (burn the heretics!) 
and individual acts of violence 
were the accepted protocols of 
ultimate moral self-assertion? 


The World Council is continu- 


ing in the general march of 
organized Christianity towards 
a confused sort of secular ideal- 
ism.

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New Rush For Uranium Is On 


The average Am erican probably knows more about the C alifor­ 
nia and Klondike gold rushes of generations ago than he knows 
about the current drive to find new sources of uranium. Yet the 
uranium rush, rising to a new clim ax after a period of relative 
doldrums, is in some respects much like those ea rlie r drives 
to make it big. 


Large personal fortunes were made by uranium prospectors 
in the 1950s, when the Atom ic Energy Comm ission was the main 
customer. Supply outran demand for a tim e, and prospecting fell 
off. 


The new uranium rush, concentrated largely on the Colorado 
plateau, has been stimulated by sw iftly increasing demand to meet 
the needs of projected nuclear power plants. Growing use of ra­ 
dioactive isotopes in medicine, food preservation and other fields 
also is a factor. It is industry, rather than the government, that 
is going to be the big customer in the future. Uncle Sam has big 
supplies, and is expected to stop buying in a few years. 


Last year the government bought slightly more than 9,000 
tons of uranium oxide —and paid 134 m illion dollars for it. But 
commercial deliveries scheduled through 1977 total more than 
58,000 tons, the AEC reports, and an additional 3,100 tons of the 
ore w ill be sold to foreign purchasers. 


That is why teams of men are busy staking claim s. That is 
why drilling to prove reserves hit a record total of 10.864 m il­ 
lion feet in 1967, and is expected to reach some 13 million feet 
this year. 


The payoff sounds good. Uranium oxide currently sells for 
eight dollars a pound, and m iners figure it may go up 50 per cent 
within the next few years. W hich is why the new uranium rush is 
on — full steam a iic A u .

Remember when little gim cracks and souvenirs, no matter 
where purchased, almost invariably bore the inscription; Made in 
Japan ? Painted pillows, “ Indian” mocassins and tom-toms, rep li­ 
cas of almost anything from the Washington Monument to the Taj 
Mahal — all carried this legend. 


It’s not that way anymore. Japanese industry has become 
more and more sophisticated in recent years, and rising labor 
costs have all but knocked the profit out of the souvenir business, 


Hong Kong has taken over. Hong King’s factories turn out an 
abundance of toys and household products — and, as a kind of 
underground sideline, a flood of souvenirs that turn up all over 
the world. So when you buy a sweatshirt imprinted with George 
Washington’s picture, or a memento of a visit to some national 
park, look on the back and chances are you’ll find printed there; 
Made in Hong Kong.

WORLD COUNCIL SNAFU 
The World Council of Church­ 
es has made the headlines by en­ 
dorsing the principle of selec­ 
tive objection to “ particular*' 
wars.

W ASHINGTON- It now looks 
as if the F B I has exploded the 
generally prevalent theory that 
the murder of D r. M artin Lu ­ 
ther King involved a conspir­ 
acy. 
The conspiracy theory has long 
been held, as a result of the 
large amounts of money spent 
by Jam es E a rl Ray, the sus­ 
pected k ille r, and the manner in 
which he was able to travel 
around the United States,Can­ 
ada, and Europe. 
It was be­ 
lieved his operations would have 
been 
impossible without help 
from other conspirators who 
were out to murder King. 
F o r instance, Ray rented a 
safe deposit box in the B ir ­ 
mingham Trust National Bank, 
August 30 of last year, and sud­ 
denly began passing out crisp 
$20 b ills. 
He paid $499 for 
dancing lessons. 
He also paid 
$395 for m all - order photo­ 
graphic equipment that he didn't 
know how to operate. 
He shelled out money for a bar - 
tending course, though he show­ 
ed no Interest in working be­ 
hind any bar. 
He also took a 
course In lockplcklng from a 
correspondence school in M i­ 
chigan, which cost about $400. 
His white Mustang cost $1,995, 
which he paid for in cash. He 
drove it from Mexico to Mon­ 
treal, from Los Angeles to New 
Orleans, and always seemed to 
have enough cash. 
Occasionally Ray slipped $20 
tips to bar girls and prosti­ 
tutes. 
A ll told, Ray spent an esti­ 
mated $10,000 In seven months.

leader also packed poetry with 
him to occupy his leisure mo­ 
ments. 
His favorite poet ap­ 
parently was Ruban Dario, a l­ 
though some verses appear to 
have been written by Guevara 
him self. 
He also rated his Cuban o ffi­ 
cers In a confidential “ rating 
book,” which indicates he may 
have found the characters for 
his short story among his own 
guerrilla band.

Council's declaration has the 
effect of saying that wars are 
justified if they are wars of 
personal passion.

ment is profoundly antUChris» 
tian and indeed recidivist, sug* 
gesting the spirit of the more 
fanatical Crusaders. The Chris­ 
tian doctrine as understood dur­ 
ing the Enlightenment is that all 
wars should be painful and, in 
human term s, 
objectionable 
(love thine enemy). 
W ars are 
justified only under clinical c ir­ 
cumstances, e.g. and prim arily, 
in order to defend sacred things 
of great value, to use the phrase 
of Pius XU; to defend the home­ 
land. 
But who is to decide when 
those things of great value are 
threatened? The western prac­ 
tice is that such decisions are 
made by elected governments. 
Under the reasoning of the Coun­ 
cil, what matters is the in­ 
dividual attitude towards a par­ 
ticular war. The individual be­ 
comes not m erely the absolute 
moral arbiter on whether he is 
(as a pacifist) prepared to com- 
m it violence under any circum ­ 
stance: but whether he is pre­ 
pared to commit violence under 
this particular circum stance. In 
other words, if he disagrees 
with the political reasoning of 
the duly constituted authorities, 
he is, by the Council’s reason­ 
ing, free to cut him self out. 


An extension of this view of 
the individual's sovereignty is 
pretty frightening. The state is, 
in the general moral under­ 
standing, permitted under given 
circumstances (e.g. Eichmann) 
to take a man's life, say for the 
crim e of genocide. 
But the 
individual is never permitted to 
do so. 
Why not? — if the 
individual is supreme? 
If a 
Christian is going to deny the 
role of the im partial mechanism 


of the state in making binding 
decisions involving the use of 


violence—whether war, or elec­ 
trocution, or the use of tear 


gas — then what is to prevent 
the individual 
from asserting 


his own conscience at such 
moments when that conscience 
declares that he belives vio­ 
lence to be necessary? 
Are we not being driven, by 
the well-meaning lords spiritual 
of the 
World Council, back 
whence we came so painfully: 
back to the age when wars were 
holy wars (burn the heretics!) 
and individual acts of violence 
were the accepted protocols of 
ultimate moral self-assertion? 
The World Council is continu­ 
ing in the general march of 
organized Christianity towards 
a confused sort of secular ideal­ 
ism .

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New Rush For Uranium Is On 
The average American probably knows more about the Califor­ 
nia and Klondike gold rushes of generations ago than he knows 
about the current drive to find new sources of uranium. Yet the 
uranium rush, rising to a new climax after a period of relative 
doldrums, is in some respects much like those earlier drives 
to make it big. 


Large personal fortunes were made by uranium prospectors 
in the 1950s, when the Atomic Energy Commission was the main 
customer. Supply outran demand for a tim e, and prospecting fell 
off. 


The new uranium rush, concentrated largely on the Colorado 
plateau, has been stimulated by swiftly increasing demand to meet 
the needs of projected nuclear power plants. Growing use of ra ­ 
dioactive isotopes in medicine, food preservation and other fields 
also is a factor. It is industry, rath er than the government, that 
is going to be the big custom er in the future. Uncle Sam has big 
supplies, and is expected to stop buying in a few years. 


Last year the government bought slightly more than 9,000 
tons of uranium oxide —and paid 134 million dollars for it. But 
commercial deliveries scheduled through 1977 total more than 
58,000 tons, the AEC reports, and an additional 3,100 tons of the 
ore will be sold to foreign purchasers. 


That is why team s of men are busy staking claims. That is 
why drilling to prove reserves hit a record total of 10.864 m il­ 
lion feet in 1967, and is expected to reach some 13 million feet 
this year. 


The payoff sounds good. Uranium oxide currently sells for 
eight dollars a pound, and miners figure it may go up 50 per cent 
within the next few years. Which is why the new uranium rush is 
on — full steam uaé&d.

It's not that way anymore. Japanese industry has become 
more and more sophisticated in recent years, and rising labor 
costs have all but knocked the profit out of the souvenir business. 


Hong Kong has taken over. Hong King’s factories turn out an 
abundance of toys and household products — and, as a kind of 
underground sideline, a flood of souvenirs that turn up all over 
the world. So when you buy a sw eatshirt imprinted with George 
Washington’s picture, or a memento of a visit to some national 
park, look on the back and chances are you’ll find printed there; 
Made in Hong Kong.

WASHINGTON- It now looks 
as if the FBI has exploded the 
generally prevalent theory that 
the murder of D r. Martin Lir- 
ther King involved a conspir­ 
acy. 
The conspiracy theory has long 
been held, as a result of the 
large amounts of money spent 
by James E arl Ray, the su s­ 
pected killer, and the manner in 
which he was able to travel 
around the United States,C an­ 
ada, and Europe. 
It was be­ 
lieved his operations would have 
been impossible without help 
from other conspirators who 
were out to murder King. 
For instance, Ray rented a 
safe deposit box in the B ir­ 
mingham Trust National Bank, 
August 30 of last year, and sud­ 
denly began passing out crisp 
$20 bills. 
He paid $499 for 
dancing lessons. 
He also paid 
$395 for mail - order photo­ 
graphic equipment that he didn't 
know how to operate. 
He shelled out money for a b a r- 
tending course, thou#ihe show­ 
ed no interest in working b e ­ 
hind any bar. 
He also took a 
course in lockpicking from a 
correspondence school in Mi­ 
chigan, which cost about $400. 
His white Mustang cost $1,995, 
which he paid for in cash. He 
drove it from Mexico to Mon­ 
treal, from Los Angeles to New 
Orleans, and always seemed to 
have enough cash. 
Occasionally Ray slipped $20 
tips to bar girls and p ro sti­ 
tutes. 
All told, Ray spent an e sti­ 
mated $10,000 in seven months. 


Yet during this time he never 
held a job. After the Xing m ur­ 
der, the suspect went to Canada 
and then to England where he 
also seemed to be in the dough. 
He had plenty of money to spend 
on clothes and airplane fare. 
So the big question was: Where 
did he get the money? 
For a long time the FBI toyed 
with the possibility that Ray 
was financed by a white supre­ 
macy ring. 
He had boasted to 
fellow prisoners that he intend­ 
ed to make a big “ score” on the 
outside and that he might try to 
collect a rum ored $1 million 
bounty that a business group 
supposedly had offered for the 
death of Dr. King. 
SOURCE OF MONEY 
Now, however, the FBI has 
found 
a robbery 
where Ray 
probably got his money. 
On 
July 13 the Bank of Alton, in 
Upper Alton, HI., was robbed 
of $22,000. 
Alton is across 
the 
M ississippi 
River from 
Missouri, and it was from the 
Missouri 
State 
Penitentiary 
that Ray escaped on April 23, 
1967, three months before the 
July 13 robbery in Alton. 
The holdup was pulled off by 
two robbers who wore stocking 
m asks. 
Their faces could not 
be identified. 
-However, the 
FBI 
has been checking very 
carefully, and one of the robbers 
answers 
the 
description 
of 
Jam es E arl Ray. 
He had the 
same long hair, the same height 
and the same physical makeup. 
At first the FBI was inclined 
to be skeptical. However, re - 
checking the Alton bank rob­ 


bery has convinced them that 
Ray was involved and that this 
was where he got the money 
on which he lived so extrava­ 
gantly prior to the King m ur­ 
der. 
The Idea that a group conspir­ 
ed to murder King and paid 
Ray to do it has now been drop­ 
ped. 
Note 1: 
The FBI has also 
traced- a British bank robbery 
to Ray from which he got more 
money. 
Note 2: 
Arthur J. Hanes, 
the American lawyer who turn­ 
ed up in London to defend Ray, 
has been connected with various 
other cases involving, racial 
violence. 
He was the attorney 
defending the Ku Klux Klans- 
men in the Viola Liuzzo case, 
has a flair for publicity and it's 
believed he weht to London on 
his own. There is no evidence 
that he is being paid by con­ 
spirators.

rheum atic fever “may” occur 
if they are not taken out. 
Since there is some relation­

should be removed. This rule 
is a healthy one wherever 
chronic i n f e c t i o n persists. 
Rheumatic fever happens to 
be a specific disease th at in­ 
volves many distant organs of 
the body.

The operation, tonsillectomy, 
is so safe that if a strepto­ 
coccus infection is present the 
advantages of having the ton­ 
sils removed are great, and 
obviate the possible secondary 
illnesses.

luscum infection of the skin?

CHE GUEVARA DIARY 
Some authorities have ques­ 
tioned the authenticity of the Che 
Guevara diary which he kept 
before his death In the Boli­ 
vian mountains. We can report 
that the diary is completely 
authentic. 
Cuban Dictator Fidel Castro 
got hold of it by purchasing 
bootleg excerpts from Bolivian 
officials, then piecing the ex­ 
cerpts together. A few pages 
were missing from the version 
which he released to friendly 
publications around the world, 
Including Ramparts magazine in 
this country. 
Parade magazine's enterpris­ 
ing editor, Jess Gorkin, organ­ 
ized a consortium of publica­ 
tions which sought to purchase 
the rights to the diary from the 
Bolivian ‘ government. 
Gorkin 
sent Andrew 
St. 
George, a 
bring-em -back-alive 
c o rre s­ 
pondent, to Bolivia to translate 
the diary and research the story 
behind It. 
Actually, some of the other 
documents captured with Gue­ 
vara are much more revealing 
than his diary. He lugged them 
around the jungle In a w ater­ 
proof jungle pack and a port­ 
able field safe made of special, 
high -Impact plastic. 
The papers Included the outline 
of a book Guevara planned to 
write on die evolution of m an's 
political thinking, going back to 
the ancient Greek philosophers; 
also an original short story en­ 
titled “ Passing the Test'* which 
he wrote in the jungle. 
The 
bloodthirsty 
guerrilla 
leader also packed poetry with 
him to occupy his leisure mo­ 
ments. 
His favorite poet ap­ 
parently was Ruban Dario, a l­ 
though some verses appear to 
have been written by Guevara 
himself. 
He also rated his Cuban offi­ 
cers In a confidential “ rating 
book,'' which Indicates he may 
have found the characters for 
his short story among his own 
guerrilla band.

The Chris­ 
tian doctrine as understood dur­ 
ing the Enlightenment is that all 
w ars should be painful and, in 
human term s, 
objectionable 
(love thine enemy). 
Wars are 
justified only under clinical cir­ 
cumstances, e.g. and prim arily, 
in order to defend sacred things 
of great value, to use the phrase 
of Pius XH; to defend the home­ 
land. 
But who is to decide when 
those things of great value are 
threatened? The western prac­ 
tice is that such decisions are 
made by elected governments. 
Under the reasoning of the Coun­ 
cil, what m atters is the in­ 
dividual attitude towards a par­ 
ticular war. The individual be­ 
comes not merely the absolute 
m oral arbiter on whether he is 
(as a pacifist) prepared to com­ 
m it violence under any circum ­ 
stance: but whether he is p re ­ 
pared to commit violence under 
this particular circum stance. In 
other words, if he disagrees 
with the political reasoning of 
the duly constituted authorities, 
he is, by the Council's reason­ 
ing, free to cut himself out. 


An extension of this view of 
the individual's sovereignty is 
pretty frightening. The state is, 
in the general moral under­ 
standing, perm itted under given 
circum stances (e.g. Eichmann) 
to take a m an's life, say for the 
crim e of genocide. 
But the 
individual is never permitted to 
do so. 
Why not? — if the 
individual is supreme? 
If a 
Christian is going to deny the 
role of the im partial mechanism 


of the state in making binding 
decisions involving the use of 
violence—whether war, or elec- 
trocution, or the use of tear 


gas —then what is to prevent 
the individual 
from asserting 


his owh conscience at such 
moments when that conscience 
declares that he belives vio­ 
lence to be necessary? 
Are we not being driven, by 
the well-meaning lords spiritual 
of the 
World Cornell, back 
whence we came so painfully: 
back to the age when wars w ere 
holy w ars (burn the heretics!) 
and individual acts of violence 
were the accepted protocols erf 
ultimate moral self-assertion? 
The World Council is continu­ 
ing in the general m arch erf 
organized Christianity towards 
a confused sort of secular ideal­ 
ism . 
The other two recom -

with a $25,000 check for his one- 
stroke edge over Arnold Palmer 
and New Zealand southpaw Bob 
Charles in the frenzied finish at 
the Pecan Valley Course.

Boros 
fired a one-under-par 69 for a 


281 total, and Palmer and 
Charles each turned in a 70 for 
282. 
Palmer made a dramatic bid
